COURTS FOR COUNTIES. 


In answer to a petition of a number 


of prominent citizens to Chief Justice 
McKean to take advantage of provi - 
sions made by the County Court of 
this county for the holding by him of 
4 court in and for the county, his Ho- 
dor has favored the public with a few 


more rays of light upon judicial mat. 


His Honor appears to say, briefly 
im the following— 


I. That his District Court term is 
pending, and he cannot leave that to 


hold court in and for a county. 


We fancy we have heard something 
like this before from his Honor. We 
do not see much in this obj 
because holding court in and for this 
county would not be hindering District 
Court business, but effectually helping 
to 4 of a large portion of it. 

2. t it would be of the nature 
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of a degradation or lowering of judi- 


cial dignity to go from the bench of a 


District Court to that of a count for a 
county. There is no degradation in 
doing one’s duty. 
Not at all. Courts in and for coun- 
ties have the sanction of congressional 
and local law, and the support of pre- 
cedents in this and other Territories. 

3. That Hollister has 400 small beer 
-eases, besides the other U. S. cases, 
- which cannot be heard in courts for 
counties. - | 

Who said they could? This is not 
the first time the public has heard of 


‘Hollister and his small beercases. Why 


should these small beer cases be Ingged 
into notice so much? The Chief Jus 


tice must have a morbid. affection for 


them. But to the public this ever- 
‘lasting harping about Hollister’s 400 
‘is getting monotonous. What have 
the counties to do with Hollister and 
his: small beer? Why does not his 
Honor go to work and hold his six days’ 
-aitting in District Court and dispose-af 
Hollister's small beer and other U. 8. 
cases, and not go about cackling over 
them like a garrulous old womao? 
Here he has all these U. S. cases, and 
yet he broods over a few equity causes 
‘for three weeks, as long as a female 
rooster covers a sitting of eggs, hoping 
by All Fool’s-Day to incubate as many 
decisions, and not leave an addled 
ovolum in bis judicial nest. Why 
does he not hold bis District Court, 
including the U. S. portion of the 
term, and have done with it?

9. That when he gets through his 
District Court term, he will consider 
the merita of the courts for counties, | 
in the legal aspects of the questiun. 

Which in all probability means that 
when he has concluded that term, if it 
is before September and the McKee 
bill should nut be put through before 
then, he will try to find some legal 
technicajity, to excuse himself from 


holding courts for counties (a very 


little thing would be sufficient), so that 
he may continue to ungeneroualy 
throw the blame of the judicial in- 
extricable embarrassments” upon the 
islature, and retain unim- 
paired his darling argument for Con- 
ressional intervention. It is wonder- 
ul, when people do not wish to 
inextricable embarrassments,” how 
perfectly suceeasful they are, and what 
a very slight molehill obstacle becomes 
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a very mountain of difficulty to them, 
yea, how a straw or a féather is eagerly 
magnified into an insurmountable ob- 
stacle.

passed on these rules were relaxed 
somewhat; but the spirit which ani- 
mated President Young and the Pio- 
neers, was entirely opposed to the 
monopolization of land, or to its oc- 
cupation only so far as it could be 
used and improved. Farming land 
was divided and given out in small 
parcels, so that all could have a proper 
proportion, and yet none have land 
upon which to speculate. The en- 
forcement of this rule made the settle- 
ment of the city and the farming lands 


very compact, and created a commu- . 


nity of interest which could not have 
been felt under other circumstances. 

The effect of, this wise policy is 
everywhere visible to-day thron.hout 
this Territory. In no country on the 
earth is the land more evenly distrib- 
uted among the people than in. Utah. 
There is nothing to prevent every man 


from owning his own, Nene and

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are very few Jarge landowners in the 
Territory, and very few, if any, per- 
sons who have taken up land to. the 
exclusion of the poor emigrant who 
comes in here from afar, or with a view 
to charge any new comer who may 
wish to buy, a good, round price for 
the same. The spirit which animated 
President Young and the other leaders 
of the people was to save and benefit 
the Saints. President Young himself, 
after reaching this valley, was desirous 
that all the brethren should select their 
inheritances before he selected his. 
When he did choose his inheritance, 
many thonght that his choice was the 
most undesirable part of the city. 
Under ordinary circumstances in the 
world, the men who had been the 
pioneers: in selecting and settling a 
country—as this was selected and set- 
tled by President Young and the 
Twelve Apostles and their brethren— 
would have chosen the best spots 
themselves, and plenty of them, so 
that, as the country was settled up, 
their lands would bave been enhanced 
in valne, and they have been enriched 
thereby. But nothing of ‘this kind 
was dune by the Pioneers; they were 


content to share alike with those who | 


came after them, and to occupy. no 
more land than they absolutely needed. 
This was the spirit and action in the 
first settling of this Territory, and 
that it was so, has proved a great ad- 
vantage to those who have cume here 
since, as through this they have been 
able to procure land without difficulty. 
This should always be the spirit of 
Zion. The selling and buying of land 
for speculative purposes in Zion is 
radically wrong and utterly opposed to 
the genius of this work. No true and 
rmanept prosperity can attend this 
usiness. en who sell their inheri- 
tances for speculative pur puses, or who 
buy others for such purposes have, so 


far as those transactions are concerned, 
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lost sight of the object for which Zion 
is established. Some of the brethren 
have bought land, and President 
Young notably so, because he found 
many determined to sell at some price 
and to some person, whether Latter- 
day Saint or not. President You 
has been forced into the purchase. 
land through this cause. He has urged 
the Saints not to sell their inherit- 
ances; and in numerous instances he 
bas felt himself compelled to buy when 
he did not have the means which he 
could conveniently spare, to save land 
from falling into the hands. of the 
enemies to the kingdom of God. 
But neither he nor any other wise 
servant of God has speculated in land. 
This city was laid out as a city of Zion 
—aé a place of residence for the Saints. 
The Lord did not lead the people here, 
nor has He blessed the land since they 
camé here in order that they might 
speculate in lands, or sell their in- 
heritances to the enemies of His 
work. The men who act as if they 
thought such a mode of procedure 
legitimate, deceive themselves most. 
terribly, as they will find out in a day 
to come. 
In laying out the farming land, that. 
next the city was surveyed into five. 
acre lots. This was for the purpose of 
accommodating the mechanics and 
others who would reside in the city. 
Next to the five acre lots the ten acre 
lots were laid out; then the twenty 
acres followed by the forty and eighty 
acre lots, upon which farmers could 
build and reside. All these. were, for 
safety and present convenience, en- 
closed in one common fence, each 
owner of land building in proportion 
to the amount he had in his field, and 
the fence to be erected in such a man- 
ner as to be satisfactory to men ap- 
pointed to inspect and accept of it

the laws and ordinances of the ancient. Israclitish Covenant, was assailed bß 


impostors, and that the faith of Abraham was in danger of being superseded - 
by a powerfal delusion. Having lost the immediate presence of the Spirit, 
and the source of Divine revelation being closed in consequence of the dis- 
obedience and transgressions of their fathers, the Jews had wandered into 
infidelity, and instituted forias and ceremonies which existed without the 
direct approval of that Being whom they professed to adore ; consequently, 
when Jesus came preaching repentance, and sought to restore the Everlasting 
Covenant to the Je ws, his doctrine was popularly regarded as an innovation 
on the sacred and time-honored institutions of their fathers, which they claimed 
atill to hold in the deepest reverence,—when, at the same time, they them- 
selves had degenerated and changed the ordinances incorporated in the ancient 
Faith. The creed, or creeds, of the Jews, and also of the Gentiles, was devoid 
of the power which characterized the religion of their fathers; hence when 
the Savior came, the world was in a condition of spiritual darkness, and man- 
kind were preaching and being taught in the wisdom of the world. For 
what man knoweth the things of man, save the spirit of man which is in him? 
* Bven so the things of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God.” 

The Apostle Paul, so history informs us, was a man of considerable learn - 
Iden compared in that respect with the rest of his brethren. He had 
skilled i in the wisdom of the world, and received an early training in the 

Wen of the Pharisees—the greatest enemies to Christianity,— having been 
brought up at the feet of the eminent rabbi Gamaliel. Bat we find that after 
he became converted to the faith he had before contended against, 4 
received of the wisdom of God, Paul was strongly opposed to the conduct 0 
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those who taught doctrine 2 expounded. Scriptare with enticing words and 
eloquence of speech, He condemned the wisdom of the natural man, when 
applied to the principles of saving trath, and taught his brethren to teach by 
the simple, plain but demonstrative power of the Holy Ghost. To show how 
he himself professed to preach, we will quote from his first epistle to the Cor- 
inthians,—‘‘ And I, brethren, when I came to you, came not with excellency 
of speech, or of wisdom, declaring unto you the testimony of God; for I 
determined not to know anything among you, save Jesus Christ, onal him 
_ orucified, And I was with you in weakness, and in fear, and in much trem- 

bling. And my speech and my preaching was not with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spirit and of power-; that your faith 
should not stand in the wisdom of men, but in the power of God.” With all 
his learning, the Apostle realized his weakness and incapacity when unaided 
by the Spirit of the Almighty, to speak the wisdom of God, even the hidden 
wisdom, which God ordained before the world.” It was as easy for the Apos- 
tle to bewilder and mystify the people, or to tickle and please the fancy of that 
generation when preaching the doctrines of Christianity, by the expression of 
language and ideas conceived in human wisdom, as it now is for our modern 
diviues, who are generally deemed incompetent to preach ‘* Jesus Christ, and 
him crucified,”. unless they are put under a certain routine of educational 
training. With the latter, however, the wisdom of God is considered foolish- - 
ness, too simple and too easily understood. The more worldly wisdom the 
more mystification, and the more myéstification the better can mankind be 
used as the prey of a false, corrupt and hireling Priesthood. 

Now the Apostle has said, The wisdom of this world is foolishness with 
God ; for it is written He taketh the wise in their own craftiness, And again, 
the Lord knoweth the thoughts of the wise, that they are vain. Therefore, 
let no man glory in men.’ How little do men now believe these words, not- 

| dom they profess to do so. How little do men now realize that they 
: ve gone back to the condition of Pharisaical hypocrisy and bigotry. Man is 
no considered to be no more qualified for the work of the ministry, without 

th he wisdom of the world to gnide him in all his acts and sayings, than he was 
in the days of the Pharisees, Sadducees, &c. Peter, Andrew, James and John 
would not be permitted, in these days, to stand up in the pulpits of the 
churches now raised to their memory, without undergoing, first, the education 
modern Ohris tianity demands. And again, it would be very doubtful if they 
would be permitted to do so after that, unless they could boast of a more 
te respectable” parentage than they had when Jesus called them into the 
ministry. In either case they certainly would not secure the patronage and 
attendance in their churches, of the aristocratic and wealthy classes of so-called 
Christendom, for fishermen, nor the sons of fishermen, in these days, are not 
poery likely to prove that they. are of a patrician descent, They might be 

under the necessity, at least, of tracing their pedigree to the period of William 
the Conqueror, before attempting to claim any distinguished ecclesiastical 
porition i in the religious world. 

According to modern ideas, it matters not if Paul did say, “If any man 
among you seemeth to be wise in this world, let him become a fool, that he 
may be wise ;” it ig now deemed an unavoidable necessity, that, if any man 
desires to be wise in the things of God, he must first get the wisdom of men 
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before he can become wise. It is true it is 80 written that the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God, for they are foolishness unto. 
him,” but when the natural man has learned window after the manner of the 
modern Pharisees, he can do much better without the inspiration of the Spirit. 
Besides, the Apostle said one thing and meant something else. It is like- 
wise true,” our sage modern Christian will say, ‘‘ that it is written, The fool- 
ishness of God is wiser than men, and the weakness of God is stronger than 
men; but that was applicable to the Jews only and the period when those 
words were uttered ; fur the Jews were then unbelievers in the blessed Jesus. 
But we are Belisvers i in Him, and we are told that if we only believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ we shall be saved. It is also written, we know, that not 
many wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, not many noble are called ; 
but Gud hath chosen the foolish things of the world to confound the wise; 
and God hath chosen the weak things of the world to confound the things 
which are mighty, &c.; but now that we have the New Testament and believe 
| in Jesus whom the Jews crucified, it is required that the wise, and the learned, 
| and noble, and mighty should be called to confound the foolish, the weak, the 
Anlearned and the ignorant; otherwise we could not convert the sinner, or 
- induce him to eome to our church or chapel.” | 


We may readily perceive the condition into which the world “a fallen: 
Mankind are ever ready to condemn the Jews for their want of faith ia the 
Messiah and their treatment of him; but they forget, (or are blind to their 
own shortcomings, ) that they themselves are, practically, in the same condition 
of unbelief in regard to the wisdom of God that the Jews were in. The fault. 
| that Jesus found with the latter was that they preferred the wisdom of the 
— world to the wisdom of God. Had they sought after, and lived in the Divine 
wisdom, they would not have rejected Him, because they would have known. 
Him by that means. Now, modern Christians have before them the sad expe- 
rience of the Jews as a constant warning to them. Do they profit by it? The 
Savior endeavored to re-establish the Covenant, which had been broken, and 
plainly defined the character of the Guspel, which came in contact with the 
religious prejudices that existed. His brief but eventful career on the earth 
shows to us how zealously he labored to restore what had been taken away,— 
the Gospel, not in form alone, but in power. He would have' re-established 
the faith of the ancients, which possessed a power far superior to modern tra- 
ditionary faith—a faith by which the waters of the Red Sea were divided and. 
deliverance vouchsafed to captive Israel; a faith by which men subdued king- 
doms, stopped the mouths of lions and quenched the violence of fire; stayed 
the sun in the firmament, and sealed up the heavens as brass for the space of 
three years and a half. This is the character of the Gospel—so opposite to the 
wisdom of the world that Jesus desired to see accepted by all nations, but 
which the wise, the learned, the mighty, and the noble rejected. It is this 
same Gospel which modern Chiistendum has also rejected. That Jesus did 
not design to preach any other than the Gospel which before was on the earth, _ 
when Prophets walked with God, and talked with him face to face, we know 
by his own words—‘‘ Think not that I come to destroy the law, or the Pro- . 
phets: I am not oome to destroy, but to fulfill. 5 33

scattered condition we have made it 


our business to visit them as often as 
circumstances have permitted, and 
with very few exceptions have always 
been received very kindly. The 
Branches are small, and to attend 
meetings the members. themselves 
have to travel great distances. We 
hold meetings as often as possible. 

Some Branches are in better condi- 
tion than others—the Suints being 
more alive to their duties. I have 
noticed that those who are living their 
religion more faithfully than do others, 
are blessed to a greater extent by the 
Lord, according to promise. It is an 
old saying and a true one—‘“ The 


Lord will help them who help them- 


selves.” I have found that those of 
the Saints who have faith in the pro- 
mises of the Almighty, and step for. 
ward to keep the laws of Gud, are 
doing better, in a. pecuniary point of 
view. For instance, it is those who 
pay their Tithes and offerings and 
attend their meetings, who are doing 
the most towards their emigration from 
these lands to the land of Zion.
